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REMARKS 

At the outset, the Examiner is thanked for the thorough review and consideration of the 
pending application. The Office Action dated April 15, 2009, has been received and its contents 
carefully reviewed. 

Claim 104 is hereby amended to correct a typographical error. Reexamination ancl 
reconsideration of the pending claims is respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action, claim 104 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. 
Applicants believe the current amendment of claim 104 to correct a typographical error renders 
this rejection moot. 

Claims 56, 57, 60, 63, 67, 69-73, 76, 80, 82-85, 88, 92, 94, 95, 98, 99, 101, 102, 105, 
106, 108-111, 115-117, 128, 130-132, 141, 143-145, 150, 153, and 154 are provisionally 
rejected on the ground of obviousness type double patenting over claims 56-69 of copending 
Application No. 11/096,079. 

Claims 56-63 and 65 are provisionally rejected on the ground of obviousness type double 
patenting over claims 89-95 and 99-103 of copending Application No. 1 1/096,080. 

Claims 56, 57, 60, 63, 67, 69-73, 76, 80, 82-85, 88, 92, 94, 95, 98, 99, 101, 102, 105, 
106, 108-111, 115-117, 128, 130, 132, 141, 143-145, 150, 153, and 154 are provisionally 
rejected on the ground of obviousness type double patenting over claims 35-37, 40, 42, 47, 49 
and 54-56 of U.S. Patent No. 6,501,641. 

Claims 56, 57, 60, 63, 67, 69-73, 76, 80, 82-85, 88, 92, 94, 95, 98, 99, 101, 102, 105, 
106, 108-111, 115-117, 128, 130-132, 141 5 143-145, 150, 153, and 154 are provisionally 
rejected on the ground of obviousness type double patenting over claims 33-35 and 39-41 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,498,718. 

Claims 66, 68, 74, 75, 78, 79, 81, 86, 87, 90, 91, 93, 97, 100, 107, 118, 129, 142, 151, 
and 152 are provisionally rejected on the ground of obviousness type double patenting over 
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claims 56-69 of copending Application No. 1 1/096,079 in view of Yun et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,835,139). 

Without reaching the merits of the above double patenting rejections, the Applicants 
herewith file terminal disclaimers over copending patent application nos. 1 1/096,079 and 
1 1/096,080 and issued patent nos. 6,501,641 and 6,498,718. Applicants explicitly make no 
disclaimer with respect to U.S. Patent No. 5,835,139.
